German man cursed 
U.S. at mom’s court 
hearing prior to fires 

Los Angeles 

Harry Burkhart watched as his 
mother was arrested Dec. 28 on 
fraud charges from their native 
Germany, and a day later he explod- 
ed in an expletive-laced rant against 
the U.S. at her court hearing. 

The next day, police say, the 
24-year-old began a nighttime ram- 
page of more than 50 arson attacks 
that terrorized Los Angeles. 

Authorities have yet to disclose 
why they believe that the pony- 
tailed, 24-year-old Hollywood res- 
ident set the fires, but his mother’s 
legal trouble provides one glimpse 
into the turmoil in his life. 

Court documents unsealed 
Tuesday said Dorothee Burkhart, 
who is in her 50s, was charged 
with 19 counts of fraud in Frank- 
furt, including failing to pay for 
a 2004 breast-augmentation sur- 
gery and pilfering security depos- 
its from renters. 

In a brief court appearance, she 


appeared perplexed, wondering 
aloud whether her son was dead. 
At one point, she said, he is men- 
tally ill. 

“Where is my son? What did you 
do to my son?” she asked U.S. Mag- 
istrate Judge Margaret Nagle. 

Harry Burkhart was being held 
without bail after being arrested 
in the arson case Monday. 

Outside Harry Burkhart’s Hol- 
Ijrwood apartment, some neighbors 


described him as a loner who loitered 
around the busy commercial strip at 
night and could be heard arguing 
with his mother. But Shlomo Elady, 
a hairstylist who regularly trimmed 
Harry Burkhart’s hair, said he was 
stunned that the man who lived with 
his mother above his Sunset Boule- 
vard shop is suspected of torching 
vehicles, some just steps from his 
home. The fires caused an estimat- 
ed $3 million in damage.

“He loved his mom the way 
every son loves his mom,” Elady 
said. “He’s not a creepy guy.” 

Harry Burkhart was taken into 
custody after authorities received a 
tip from federal officials who recog- 
nized him in a security video that 
showed a ponytailed man emerg- 
ing from a garage where a car was 
set ablaze. 

“When they saw the security foot- 
age, they recognized him,” a State 
Department official said, speaking on 
condition of anonymity because the

The stock market got a big jump 
on a better year. 

After a flat 2011, stocks rose 
sharply Tuesday in the first trad- 
ing of 2012 after investors returned 
from the holiday and found encour- 
aging economic reports from the 
U.S. and around the world. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age rose 179.82 points, or 1.4 per- 
cent, to 12,397.38, its highest close 
in more than five months. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index, a broader gauge than the 
Dow, finished up almost 20 points 
at 1,277. The S&P finished 2011 
almost exactly where it started — 
down a sliver, 0.04 of a point. 

Money managers also usual- 


January Effect 

The market may have gotten an 
extra boost from what’s known 
as the January effect: Investors 
sell stocks at the end of the year 
to lock in losses for tax purpos- 
es, then come back in January 
and buy stocks again. The effect 
could be more pronounced this 
year because the stock market 
was so volatile in 2011 and more 
investors had losses to take, 
said Sam Stovall, chief equity 
strategist at Standard & Poor’s 
Capital IQ. (AP) 


ly get a fresh infusion of cash at 
the beginning of the year because 
workers who maxed out their con- 
tributions to retirement accounts 
well before the previous year ended 
start contributing again. 


These investors are back hunt- 
ing for bargains, he said: “Investors 
are a lot like dieters and look to Jan- 
uary as a new beginning.” 

January is a fairly good predic- 
tor of the year for U.S. stocks. Only 
seven times since 1950 has January 
turned out to be a “major error” in 
predicting the year to come, accord- 
ing to the Stock Trader’s Almanac. 
In other words, whichever direc- 
tion the market has gone in Janu- 
ary, the rest of the year has usual- 
ly followed. 

But there’s no special power to 
January. A strong market in any 
single month makes it more like- 
ly that the market will be higher 
over the 12 months to come, Dan 
Greenhaus, chief global strategist 
at the brokerage BTIG, pointed out 
in a note to clients. 

“As goes any month, so goes any 
12-month period,” he said. “This is 
not the exclusive province of Jan- 
uary.”

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New Life-Forms Found in Deep-Sea Vents 


Washington 

Oceanographers exploring some 
of the most remote deep-sea hot 
springs ever found have discovered 
what they say is a “riot of life” in a 
distinct biological zone that no one 
knew existed. They said the explo- 
ration, which occurred more than a 
mile down in the ocean just north 
of Antarctica, uncovered the most 
strikingly unique assemblage of 
life-forms found in decades, includ- 


ing thousands upon thousands of 
a species of crab never seen before, 
and new barnacle, anemone, snail 
and starfish species. 

Deep-sea hydrothermal vents 
can spew out water at temperatures 
of more than 800 degrees. 

In 2010, a group of Oxford sci- 
entists and others used a remote- 
ly operated vehicle to maneuver 
about 8,000 feet down into the 
icy sea. Shouts from the scientists 
watching the monitors quickly drew

everyone on board to gaze upon a 
landscape blanketed by what they 
quickly realized was a new species 
of kiwa crab. The findings were 
published Tuesday in the journal 
PLoS Biology. 

“They almost looked like a pile 
of skulls sitting on the seabed,” 
says the team’s leader, Alex Rog- 
ers, a deep-sea biologist at Oxford 
University. “It was an amaz-

“It’s clear the economy is in 
dire straits and the sanctions are 
having an impact no matter what 
Iranian officials say,” said Salman 
Shaikh, director of the Brookings 
Doha Center in Qatar. “But that 
doesn’t mean Iran will bend to 
the West.” 

Iran has proposed restarting 
talks on its nuclear program, which 
Tehran insists is only for peaceful 
energy and research purposes. The 
offer to reopen dialogue is wide- 
ly interpreted as a sign that West- 
ern sanctions are taking a serious

Elections are likely 
to seal Islamists’ 
grip on parliament

Islamists looked to seal their dom- 
ination of Egypt’s first democrati- 
cally elected parliament as Egyp- 
tians voted Tuesday in the final 
round of multistage elections.

D.C. BiU Would Require SAT, ACT 


Brown hopes to raise 
graduation rate in 
D.C. publie schools 


Washington 

In an attempt to keep D.C. public 
school students focused on their 
futures, D.C. Council Chairman 
Kwame R. Brown, a Democrat, is 
sponsoring a bill that requires all 
students to take a standardized 
college admission test and then 
apply to attend at least one college 
or post-secondary institution. 

Under the legislation, which 
Brown will introduce at Wednes- 
day’s council meeting, all 70,000 


students who attend D.C. pub- 
lic and charter schools will have 
to take either the SAT or the ACT 
test before graduating from high 
school. The bill would also require 
all high school students to apply to 
“at least one post-secondary insti- 
tution,” even if they do not plan on 
continuing their education. 

“It’s clear, when you look at 
jobs available in the District, many 
require a minimum of a college 
degree,” said Brown, who also over- 
sees education issues for the coun- 
cil. “The idea is to increase grad- 
uation rates and get more young 
folks who want to go college, col- 
lege-ready.”

Metro's new benefits 
system may confuse 
you, so here's a guide 

Transportation 

With the start of a new month 
and a new year, some Metro rid- 
ers are doing a double take when 
they look at the dollar figure dis- 
played on the digital readout at 
the fare gates. 

What many are seeing is the 
combined effect of changes in the 
transit benefits and the effort by 
benefits administrators to comply 
with a long-standing IRS rule. 

What they’re not seeing: The 


Metro fares didn’t increase. The 
readout at the fare gate may in 
some cases show riders a much 
different number than what 
they saw the last time they used 
their SmarTrip cards. But that 
wasn’t the result of Metro’s tak- 
ing more money off the cards. 

Transit Benefit 

Congress didn’t extend the tempo- 
rary cap of $230 a month on tax- 
exempt transit benefits included in 
the federal stimulus bill. So as soon 
as 2012 began, the benefit limit 
shrank to $125 a month. 

That affected people in differ- 
ent ways, depending on whether 
they receive a direct transit sub-

sidy, as many federal employees 
do, or they just tell their personnel 
offices to assign a certain amount 
of their paychecks for tax-exempt 
transit commuting, as many pri- 
vate employees do. 


Auto-Load 

This is another train that’s been 
coming down the track for transit 
benefits users. SmarTrip has got- 
ten somewhat smarter and is now 
able to load benefits directly onto 
the cards at the fare gates. So to add 
the value of the benefits to a card, 
you don’t have to wait in line at the 
vending machines each month. 

SmarTrip Purses 

There’s a third element at work com- 
bining the technology upgrade and 
IRS rules. The technology is new; 
the rule isn’t. It’s taken Metro and 
the transit benefits program a long 
time to bring the two together. 
The IRS wanted a better way 


of tracking how people use the 
tax benefits and subsidies so that 
public money goes for the intend- 
ed purposes. 

How It Spends 

Your commuting money is divided 
three ways: a transit-riding bene- 
fit, a parking benefit and the cash 
of your own that you added. The 
transit riding benefit is the amount 
up to $125 that can be used to ride 
Metrorail, Metrobus and many sub- 
urban transit systems. The park- 
ing benefit is the amount up to 
$240 that can be used for Metro 
parking. When you tap your card 
at a fare gate or at a bus fare box, 
you see the amount of your tran- 
sit benefit. When you use the card 
to exit a Metro parking area, you 
see the parking benefit displayed.

An Avalanche of Ads 


Laden with cash, 
super PACs set the 
tone as primary 
season takes off 


Primary Pushers 

By law, presidential campaigns can raise at most $5,000 total from an individual donor. But super PACs 
can solicit and spend unlimited money, and some employ affiliated groups whose donors are allowed 
to remain anonymous. The super PACs can't coordinate with candidates, but many are staffed by long- 
time supporters of the candidates. Here's a look at some of the super PACs behind the GOP hopefuls: 


Washington 

Look no further than Iowa to under- 
stand the impact of a Supreme Court 
ruling that opened the floodgates to out- 
side money in American politics — and 
to get a glimpse of what’s in store for the 
race between President Obama and the 
eventual Republican nominee. 

Independent groups called super 
political action committees have spent 
millions on television ads and mail- 
ings to boost their favored candidates 
in Iowa and maim those candidates’ 
rivals, dramatically influencing what’s 
been a remarkably fluid race for the 
GOP presidential nomination. 

The groups have ramped up spend- 
ing just as the primary season is hit- 
ting full force. Some have done the cam- 
paigns’ bidding by running attack ads 
on rivals. Others have bolstered candi- 
dates who had been running on finan- 
cial fumes. 

The trend will hardly be unique to 
Iowa. Political operatives and cam- 
paign-finance watchdogs say the 2012 
election — projected to be among the 
costliest ever — will face an onslaught 
of ads by powerful interests that will 
have an extraordinary say in who might 
next occupy the Oval Office. 

With more than 300 days to go 
before the general election, the mea- 
sures of influence are legion: Some TV 
ads assail Newt Gingrich for “collect- 
ing big bucks” from mortgage lender 
Freddie Mac, and others praise Mitt 
Romney for “turning around” doz- 
ens of companies. One heralded Rick 
Santorum as a “courageous reform- 
er with results” while another credit-

The super PACs are a product of 
the 2010 Citizens United ruling by the 
Supreme Court, which removed restric- 
tions on corporate and union spend- 
ing in elections, and for their part, 
super PAC operatives make no apol- 
ogies for what they say is legally pro- 
tected free speech. 

Some GOP-leaning 
super PACs say 
that their ads 
contribute to a 
marketplace of 
ideas.

They have been up-front about their 
motives: Groups like the Karl Rove- 
backed American Crossroads have 
promised to spend tens of millions in 
the general election to defeat Obama.

PAC Priorities USA Action, joining a 
handful of similar Democratic- orient- 
ed super groups. 

Looking ahead past the Iowa caucus- 
es, the groups’ impact is set to remain 
strong: Make Us Great Again, a super 
PAC that supports Perry’s candidacy, 
recently booked at least $130,000 for 
TV spots for this week in South Caroli- 
na, which holds its critical primary on 
Jan. 21. At the time. Perry’s campaign 
had yet to spend a dollar on similar

The Indianapolis Colts’ off-season 
was already full of questions. 

Monday’s firing of Bill and Chris 
Polian will only add to the list. 

Jim Caldwell and the assistant 
coaches are working in limbo, 
waiting to see whether they’ll be 
retained. The status of Peyton Man- 
ning remains cloudy. 

It’s unlikely any decisions about 
free agents will be made until a 
new general manager is hired, and 
owner Jim Irsay acknowledged 
Monday there is no timeline for a 
decision on his new hire. 

With fans clamoring for chang- 
es after a stunning 2-14 collapse, 
just two years after winning an 
AFC title, Irsay didn’t hesitate to 
shake up his front office. 

Now Irsay intends to take his 
time finding a replacement, a delay 
that could complicate all those 
other choices. 

Whoever replaces Polian will 
face an abundance of decisions in 
a major rebuilding effort.

Manning never played after 
having surgery in September, when 
doctors fused two vertebrae to fix 
a damaged nerve that was causing 
weakness in his throwing arm.

Zac Efron looks 
like he wants to be 
molested by an older 
person." Give a good 
answer, get a dollar; 
give a bad one and 
Eichner insults you 
before storming off. It all happens so 
fast that most contestants don’t have 
a clue what’s happening until it’s over. 

Pack in dozens of these rapid-fire 
interactions, along with slightly longer 
trivia segments (“Quizzed in the 
Face," “Are You Smarter Than a Gay 
5th Grader?"), and you have a game 
show built for short attention spans. 

It’s Eichner who makes the 
show work. His quick wit is awe- 
inspiring, and he has the smug, 
sarcastic jerk act down pat. Yet he 
remains immensely likable, cheering 
contestants on before pushing them 
out of his way when he gets annoyed. 

“Billy on the Street" isn’t about 
who wins or loses — you’ll be too busy 
rolling on the floor to care.

The Twitter account 
‘White Girl Problems' 
offers equal parts 
therapy and humor 

Online 

Ever since “White Girl Problems” 
launched on Twitter more than a 
year ago, it popularized a simple for- 
mula: complaint, hashtag, problem. 
The kvetching is catching. A whole 
online community has sprung up 
to vent. Now there’s @JewBoyProb- 
lems, @PostGradProblems and @ 
HipsterProblems, to name a few. 
Hyperion is releasing a book Jan. 31 
— “White Girl Problems” ($13.99) 


— and there have been talks with 
television executives about devel- 
oping a series. 

The #problems hashtag is equal 
parts group therapy and stand-up 
comedy. 

“Everybody has problems,” says 
David Oliver Cohen, 31, an author 
of the popular “White Girl Prob- 
lems” account. “Twitter has given 
people a catharsis to let go of them 
and sort of move forward.” 

Jillian Leff used it the night 
before she underwent minor sur- 
gery. The 22-year-old from Toms 
River, N.J., tweeted: “Surgery 
tomorrow. The sad part? The only 
thing I’m concerned about is not 
being able to go to the gym for 2 


wks. #whitegirlproblems.” 

Cohen and his brother Tanner, 
24 — who grew up in Annapolis, 
Md., and live in New York — and 
their friend Lara Schoenhals, 27 
— an Oklahoma 
City native liv- 
ing in Los Ange- 
les — created 
the account over 
drinks one night 
in Los Angeles. It 
has gained more 
than 545,000 fol- 
lowers. They tweet as a misguid- 
ed, spoiled, 20-something socialite. 
They gave her a name (Babe Walk- 
er), a blog and a memoir. They’re 
poking fun at the girl, who “thinks 
everything in her life is an issue,” 


David Cohen says. 

Like changing her hairstyle: 
“It is so difficult to transition back 
into being a brunette. #whitegirl- 
problems.” 

Or maintaining a diet: “Does 
anyone remember what pizza tastes 
like? #whitegirlproblems.” 

Her followers, like Leff, often 
respond with their own iterations 
of a “white girl problem.” 

The reason the White Girl 
Problems account is so popular, 
its authors say, is that many of the 
tweets ring true even if they are over 
the top. “There’s a little bit of mock- 
ing involved,” Schoenhals says, but 
“in the spectrum of our character, 
they are real problems in her world.”

Four Months Later 


Bear in Heaven bends 
and stretches time 
with an album stream 


Music 

On Dec. 12, the experimental New 
York rock group Bear in Heaven 
began streaming its coming album 
on Bearinheaven.com, but it’ll take 
listeners awhile to get to the end. 
That’s because the band used digi- 
tal software to stretch its 44-minute 
work into a sprawling, ambient blur 
that will take nearly four months to 


play from start to finish. 

Think of it as the audio inverse 
of time-lapse photography. Or like 
reading a novel in which only one 
letter is printed on each page. It’s 
called time stretching, and it’s been 
one of the most interesting musical 
memes on YouTube this year. 

The most famous example went 
viral in 2010, when a Florida DJ, 
Nick Pittsinger, used a new soft- 
ware program called PaulStretch 
to transform Justin Bieber’s bubble- 
gum hit “U Smile” into a dreamy, 
unrecognizable, 30 -plus-minute 
whooooooosh — the kind of music 


you might hear when you’re flopped 
out on a massage table. 

Since then, plenty of music has 
been stretched: megabits from bona-

fide pop stars (Lady Gaga, Justin 
Timberlake), viral baubles from 
Internet punching bags (Rebecca 
Black, Rick Astley), iconic movie 


and TV themes (“Jaws,” “The Simp- 
sons”) and more. 

“It takes a high-energy song 
and makes it calm and peaceful, 
which I think has a novelty,” says 
Don Caldwell, who writes about 
Web phenomena for the site Know 
Your Meme. 

Time stretching feels like a dis- 
tant cousin to “screwed” remix- 
es in hip-hop, the Houston-born 
trend of slowing music down so 
that rappers’ voices end up some- 
where between Barry White and 
Cookie Monster. 

But time stretching is different. 
It slows the music down — or pulls 
it apart like taffy, really — without 
affecting the pitch. So instead of 
singing in Satan’s baritone, Bieber 
sounds like a beatific choir of dig- 


ital cherubs. 

Adam Wills, the guitarist for 
Bear in Heaven, says his band lis- 
tened to the stretched version of Bie- 
ber’s “U Smile” in its tour van plenty 
last year. But the group’s collective 
interest in time stretching dates to 
2002, when members first heard 
Scandinavian sound artist Leif 
Inge’s “9 Beet Stretch,” a record- 
ing that, with the help of software 
developers, lengthened Beethoven’s 
Ninth to 24 hours. 

It turns out the guy who invent- 
ed PaulStretch, Paul Nasca, was 
inspired by the same piece. He came 
up with the idea two years ago after 
hearing “9 Beet Stretch” online.

As Bear in Heaven stretches its 
album over the coming months. 
Wills sees the project as half art, half 
joke. “It’s kind of a wild thing to fin- 
ish a record and wait three or four 
months before it can be released,” 
he says. “So this is a fun way of say- 
ing, ‘Here’s the music.’” 

Time stretching offers a moment 
of tranquility. It asks us to slow 
down as we dash through the band- 
width in a never-ending Google 
search for life’s great answers. It 
feels like a grand meme-aphor for 
the extension of human life itself 

“Yeah,” Wills says. “It’s 
also hilarious.” chris richards
